Elba mayor reports privilege license sales up this year

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday night, Feb. 22, 
Mayor Tom Maddox pre- 
sented several positive 
points of information to 
council members regarding 
financials for the city. 

“Privilege license col- 
lection has been extremely 
good this year,” the mayor 
said. “That is really a posi- 
tive thing.” 

For January, Maddox 
said the city had collected 
$121,848 in business privi- 
lege license sales, and he 
said that amount was up by 
almost $48,000 compared 
to last January. Further, he 
said the city had budgeted 
$78,000 in privilege license 
revenue for the year, and 
as of Monday, Feb. 22, it 
had collected just under 
$171,500. e 

Maddox said a similar 
scenario. was playing out 
for the city’s sales and use 
tax so far in the year-to-date 
figures. For year-to-date, he 
said last year the city had 
sales and use tax revenue of 
$503,000 and for the cur- 
rent year the year-to-date 
was already $540,000 - an 
increase of $37,000. 

Overall, Mayor Maddox 
noted the year-to-date rev- 
enues for Elba were up 10.6 
percent compared to last 
year. The financials review 
also showed that operation- 
al expenditures currently 
are $26,000 better than the 
year prior. 

Following the financials 
review, the council voted 
unanimously to approve the 
monthly financial report for 
the city. 

In other news from the 
mayor, Maddox said he 
would be attending the 
annual convention of the 
League of Municipalities in 
May. This meeting will be 
held in Huntsville. 

He said the League asks 
for a voting delegate to be 
appointed for each munici- 
pality. Council members 
voted to appoint Mayor 
Maddox as the voting del- 
egate for the City of Elba. 
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Also, the council voted to 
appoint council member 
Johnathan Lockett as the 
alternate, in case the mayor 
is unable to attend/vote. 

Maddox said __ the 
Evergreen Cemetery Board 
had met recently and award- 
ed the lawn care bid for 
Evergreen Cemetery and 
Hillcrest Cemetery to Triple 
T. He said this company had 
the contract previously. 

The mayor also noted the 
fence behind the old sec- 
tion of Evergreen Cemetery 
would be replaced soon. 

Regarding _ Hillcrest 
Cemetery, the mayor said 
he had met with Mike 
Russell and the transac- 
tion for the city to purchase 
that cemetery in in process. 
He said all currently were 
waiting on approval from 
the Alabama Department 
of Insurance. to proceed, 
but the cemetery board is 
prepared to make the pur- 
chase transaction when all 
is approved. 

Maddox said he had met 
with Blake Streetmen, the 
owner of Southern Tractor 
Company, and he said 
Streetmen has asked for 
information on a demolition 
permit to allow for a build- 
ing on the property located 
behind Coleman Funeral 
home. to be demolished, 
thus making progress on 
plans to construct the new 
Southern Tractor facility. 


Maddox said the LBW

We continue to collect and 
perform tests daily at Troy 
Regional, but at a much 
lower rate than in months 
past. This is a very wel- 
comed sign for the team 
at Troy Regional and for 
our community, state, and 
nation. Several theories on 
what is causing the decline 
but most point to a few of 

the same ideas. First, 
‘the number of people vac- 
cinated is growing every 
day. Do we have “herd 
immunity” not even close, 

but every day more and 
more Alabamians are get- 
ting vaccinated. At Troy 
Regional, we have admin- 
istered over 800 vaccines 
and along with other com- 
munity partners, we will 
continue this task as long 
as vaccines are available. 
Secondly, the fact that 
people are still encouraged 
to wear masks, wash their 
hands frequently and to 
socially distance must be 
considered a positive influ- 
ence on this battle. Lastly, 
the use of the monoclonal 
antibody therapies is cer- 
tainly playing a huge role 
in keeping people out of 
our hospitals and out of 
the ICU.

Active COVID-19 cases continuing to 
decline for Coffee County School System 


In his weekly COVID-19 
report released Wednesday, 
Feb. 24, Coffee County 
Schools superintendent 
Kevin Killingsworth said 
active COVID cases contin- 
ue to decrease for the school 
system. 

“This week Coffee Coun- 
ty Schools have only four 
new cases of COVID-19 to 
report,” Killingsworth said 
last Wednesday afternoon. 
“Our cases have steadily 
declined in the past several 
weeks.” 

In, the Feb. 24th report, 
the superintendent said 
Zion Chapel School had one 
student case, New Brockton 
Elementary had one faculty 
case, New Brockton High 
School had one student case, 
and Kinston School has one 
student case. He added that 
the addition of those cases 
brought the system’s overall 
total of COVID-19 cases to 
197 since the start of school 
on Aug. 10, 2020. 

. “Thanks to our local 
Walmart stores, our em- 
ployees now have the op- 
portunity to get vaccinated 
if they so desire,” Killing- 
sworth said. “It has been an 
ongoing process to be able 
to provide our employees 
the chance to get vaccinat- 
ed. I again want to thank

A TRUTH CRISIS 
“Pilate saith unto him, What is truth?” (John 18:38a) 


In 1918 an army pilot named Charles Ocker was running 
a test flight when he became lost in the clouds with zero 
visibility. His senses told him he was flying straight and 
level, but as he scanned the rudimentary instrument panel 
of his WWI plane, he was shocked to see that his instru- 
ments told him he was in a turn. After a few moments, 
Ocker emerged from the clouds only to realize he was in a 
spiral dive towards the ground with barely enough time to 
save himself from certain death. 

Ocker never got over-how close he came to dying that 
day simply because he trusted his feelings over his flight 
instruments. In fact, he was so affected by the experience 
he went on to create a new trainingdevice which demon- 
strated to pilots how their senses could deceive them when 
deprived of visual clues. His campaign to revolutionize 
pilot training was so effective, William Charles Ocker is 
now called “the father of blind flying.” 

While it is safe to say most of us have never had a near 
death experience because we lost our orientation while 
flying a plane, we do know what it is like to become dis- 
oriented during difficult times of life: The death of a loved 
one. Divorce. Job-loss. Serious illness...the list is endless. 
Sadly, many peoplespiral out of control during these times. 

Maybe you, like Pilate, are suffering through your own 
truth crisis. Perhaps you have even recently said, “/ just 
don't know what to believe anymore.” Maybe you feel lost 
and out of control. Perhaps you no longer have confidence 
in your ability to navigate life. Friend, at such times you 
MUST trust the one whosaid, “.. am the way, the truth, 
and the life...” (John 14:6), Let the Word of God be your 
instrument panel; not only when the way is clear, but 
also through the most uncertain times of life. Early in my 
Christian walk I learned to turn to Proverbs 3:5-6 when I 
needed direction: “Trust in the LORD with all thine heart; 
and lean not unto thine own understanding. In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall direct thy pati 

I am reminded of a story I heard as a young man. Some 
early American scouts had hired a guide to lead them 
through uncharted territory out west. As they walked for 
many days, the path they were following became more 
overgrown and less visible. Finally, there was no discern- 
ible path at all. Concerned they would be unable to find 
their way to their destination they had their translator ask 
the guide, “Are you sure you know the way?” The guide 
simply called back over his shoulder, “J am the way.” 

Friend, you may not know the way ahead, but if you will 
follow Jesus Christ, He will lead you safelythrough!

The U.S. President has 
nearly unchecked power 
to issue official pardons. 
This makes the pardon 
one of the most controver- 
sial presidential powers. 
Though this presidential 
power can be divisive, in 
some instances it has been 
used to heal wounds. 

One of the most contro- 
versial presidential pardons 
was issued by President 
Gerald Ford. Richard 
Nixon, Ford’s predeces- 
sor, resigned from office 
in August 1974 amid accu- 
sations of criminal behay- 
ior. After that resignation, 
Nixon could have been 
prosecuted and even jailed, 
yet weeks later, President 
Ford pardoned the former 
president of any federal 
crimes he had “committed 
or may have committed or 
taken part in” during his 
terms in office. 

Today, many agree that 
Ford’s pardon was nec- 
essary to help the nation 
move forward from an era 
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of scandal and abuse of 
power. 

Pardons are not justice. 
Rather, they are acts of 
undeserved mercy. When 
the treasonous Israelites 
rebelled against God, they 
deserved an outpouring 
of his wrath. Moses, act- 
ing as a defense attorney 
for his people, convinced, 
pleaded for, and received 
mercy. Ultimately, God’s 
forgiveness of sin is based 
on the fact that Christ has 
made forgiveness possible 
because he took our penalty 
upon himself at the cross.
